An  uninterrupted  supply  of  water  was  maintained  throughout 
the  60  miles  of  distribution  mains  during  the  year  and  the  un¬ 
measured  and  domestic  consumption  reach  the  high  figure  of  188 
million  gallons  or  36.8  gallons  per  head  per  day. 

During  periods  of  heavy  demand  insufficient  water  is  furnished 
to  some  of  the  outer  areas  and  this  matter  is  receiving  attention. 

No  new  mains  were  laid  during  the  year  and  very  few  of  the 
3,276  domestic  dwellings  are  without  piped  water  supply. 

Although  the  purity  of  the  water  is  beyond  question  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  chlorine  and  ammonia  in  small  quantities  was  continued; 
the  following  showing  the  results  of  the  last  analysis  of  the  water.

MEAT  INSPECTOR’S  ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR 

1945. 

During  the  'year  under  review  all  home  killed  meat,  distri¬ 
buted  in  the  Spalding  Urban  District,  has  been  inspected,  animals 
showing  any  evidence  of  disease  have  been  examined  in  detail  and 
the  necessary  action  taken  to  safe -guard  the  public  health. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  operation  of  the  meat  distribution 
scheme  the  Ministry  of  Food  Officials  have  taken  advantage  of  the 
fact  that  the  meat  inspection  work  is  in  my  hands  entirely  and 
extended  their  scheme  of  centralised  slaughtering  for  the  districts 
concerned  (i.e.  Spalding  Urban  District,  East  Elloe  and  Spalding 
Rural  Districts)  so  that  practically  the  whole  of  the  slaughtering 
previously  carried  out  at  New  Bond  Street  Slaughterhouse  is  now 
done  at  the  Mill  Green  premises.  The  numbers  of  inspections  and 
weight  of  condemnations  given  below  are,  therefore,  considerably 
higher  than  last  year’  figures  but  the  proportion  applicable  to  the 
Spalding  Urban  Distrct  are  substantially  the  same. 

2,548  cattle;  3,770  sheep;  765  pigs  and  439  calves  have  been 
slaughtered  and  the  following  amount  of  meat  and  offals,  having 
an  approximate  weight  of  27  tons  7  cwts.,  has  been  condemned 
as  unfit  for  hum.an  consumption  and  disposed  of  for  other  purposes 
under  the  Ministry  of  Food  Waste  Utilisation  Scheme.

Out  of  the  2,548  cattle  inspected  25  (0.9%)  were  found  to  be 
affected  with  Generalised  Tuberculosis  and  279  (10.9%)  were 
found  to  be  affected  with  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs.  Examination 
of  the  765  pigs  revealed  only  2  (0.26%)  suffering  from  Generalised 
Tuberculosis,  and  out  of  the  2,114  sheep  none  was  found  to  be 
affected  with  a  bacterial  infection,  the  most  serious  condition  found 
was  one  sheep  affected  with  multiple  umours.
